The 
event? Commencement 1966. 

The speaker this year will 
be Professor Herbert R. Brown, 
introduced by Dr. Sidney W. 
Davidson. He is Edward Lit- 
tle Professor of Rhetoric and 
Oratory at Bowdoin College 
and has been Managing, Edi- 
tor of the “New England 
Quarterly” since 1944. He has 
been a member of the Maine 
State Board of Education since 
1957 and chairman since 1964. 
Last summer he served as Di- 
rector of Bowdoin’s first Al- 
umni College and this summer 
will again head a week-long 
campus program of continuing 
education for Bowdoin alum- 
ni. 

A member of Bowdoin’s De- 
partment of English since 1925, 
Professor Brown is the auth- 
or of Sills of Bowdoin, a bio- 
graphy of the late President 
Kenneth C. M. Sills of Bow- 
doin. He has also written The 
Sentimental Novel in Ameri- 
ca and numerous articles on 
American literature for profes- 
sional journals. 

A Phi Beta Kappa graduate 
of Lafayette College, Professor 
Brown holds an A. M. degree 
from Harvard University and 
a Ph.D. from Columbia Univer- 
sity He has been awarded hon- 
orarj r degrees by Lafayette, 
Bowdoin, Bucknell University 
and the University of Maine, 
the State Senate last year ad- 
opted a resolution honoring 
Professor Brown for his out- 
standing contribution to the 
welfare and progress of the 
state.”

St. Paul and ee cummings — a strange combination! And 
yet, these two extraordinary individuals, separated by almost 
two millennia of evolution In human thought, are mutual ex- 
ponents of at least one unalterable principle of human exis- 
tence: the sanctity of the individual, his convictions, and his 
commitment to face his moral responsibilities. Both men prac- 
ticed what they preached, Paul as the converted Jew— once a 
foe of Christianity— who condemned the hypocrisy, conformity, 
and materialism of his day while affirming the sufficiency of 
faith, and ee cijmmipgs as the literary innovator who shocked 
readers with his lower-case letters and directness of expres- 
sion; they scorned blind conformity, preferring instead to follow 
the dictates of their own hearts. > ' 

But what immediacy does this principle have for us? 
Graduation Is upon us. The seniors undoubtedly view their 
future with mixed emotions: hope, aspiration, and trepidation; 
underclassmen are sobered by the thought that they too will 
eventually be cast adrift from their moorings. The realities of 
life are beginning to make an impression. Thus it is impera- 
tive that each of us take stock of his own situation. Our high 
school education was meant to establish a firm foundation on 
which to build, to fit us for making decisions on our own, for 
we are all included in the scheme of things; we cannot afford 
to surrender to complacency or allow ourselves to be swallow- 
ed up in the crowd, heedless to the inner resources of thought 
and emotion that make each person wonderfully unique and 
life truly meaningful. One cannot afford to compromise with 
life and renounce his freedom and sense of dignity; if he be- 
lieves the cause of the majority is wrong, it is cowardice to fol- 
low their lead. Likewise, one should rely on his own experi- 
ence, talent, understanding, values, and convictions to enable 
him to plot his course wisely. 

' Of course, this is not to imply that non-conformity for its 
own sake is desirable; some people seem to be just naturally 
perverse because they think being different exemplifies their 
native intelligence. The essential factor in "being nobody-but- 
yourself" is not the difference itself but the soundness of your 
reasons for adopting an independent course of action. There- 
fore, recognize the importance of the inimitable I, and never 
sacrifice your individuality. It is the key to a meaningful life!
